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Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Rejection: 

Claims 1-9 remain rejected under 35 USC 102 (a and/or b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being obvious over Weber '043 B1 , Mann 
'964, orCarducket al. l 124. 

Note: All other rejections have been withdrawn. 
Response: 

The applicants argue that Weber and Carduck do not teach an improved water 
retention capacity and better dimensional stability when used in building material 
compositions in comparison with conventionally produced cellulose ethers. In rebuttal, 
the applicants argue limitations that are not present in their own claims. For example, 
where in independent claim 1 is there a limitation for improved water retention capacity 
and better dimensional stability? These features are not present in the claims. Further, 
where is the experimental evidence that their water retention capacity and dimensional 
stability is improved over the prior art? Applicants provide no experimental evidence 
either supporting their allegation and thus it is not convincing. 

The applicants also argue that Mann tach cellulose ethers treated with a 
hydrophobicizing agent and their invention does not do so. Yet, the applicants still use 
comprising claim language which allows for the inclusion of unspecified ingredients in 
major amounts. Had applicants used more closed claim language such as consisting 
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of, it would have been convincing. However, since they do not, comprising can include a 

hydrophobicizing agent in their own invention. 

The applicants argue that one of ordinary skill in the art would have been hard 

pressed to argue the claimed invention can be envisaged from the prior art. Yet, a

treatment steps and also teaches a polysaccharide derivative as a starting material.
